Rennes, Aug. 7.— The Dreyfus court 
martial opened this morning. Early in 
tin! morning Dreyfus hail been transfer- 
red from the military prison to a room 
in the Lycee building to await the mo- 
ment when he should be summoned to 
the court room. 

The scene inside the court room was 
must animated. Every inch of space 
was filled a quarter of an hour before 
the proceedings begun. The large, airy, 
well lighted room in which the trial takes 
place is in the form of a concert hall, 
with stage and proscenium. The plat- 
form of the stage has been brought for- 
ward beyond the footlights. 

At 7 o'clock MM. Laborie uud De- 
mange and Major Oarriere, with their 
assistants, took their scats. Colonel 
Jouauste and the members of the court 
in uniform walked onto the stage from 
a room behind, and took their seats at 
the table, the guards presenting arms. 
An interesting figure seated behind the 
judges was the famous and mysterious 
lady known as Lu Dame Blanche (The 
White Lady), who has never absented 
herself from any proceedings connected 
with the Dreyfus affair, including nil the 
sessions of the Esterhazy, Zola and Pic- 
quart trials, and the proceedings of the 
court of cassation. All the actors in the 
drama are known to her. She is a pro- 
nounced Dreyfusard, very rich and wears 
splendid pearls. Immediately after Col. 
Jouanste was seated he gave the order 
to bring' the prisoner in. Dreyfus was 
preceded and followed by gendarmes. 
His features were deathly pale, but la- 
walked quickly, with almost an elastic 
step, and ascended the three steps lead- 
ing to the platform in front of the judg- 
es. There he drew himself up erect, 
brought his right hand sharply to the 
peak of his cai>, giving the military sa- 
lute. The prisoner then removed bis cap 
and took a seat placed for him facing the 
judges, just in front of his counsel's ta- 
ble and with his back to the? audience. 
Behind him sat a gendarme, holding n 
sabre in his band. Dreyfus wore a new 
uniform of a captain of artillery. 

After the formal proceedings, which 
occupied a couple of hours, Colonel Jou- 
auste began the examination of Dreyfus 
respecting the famous bordereau, and 
what Dreyfus did with or could have 
known of its contents. 

Col. Jouauste began by saying: "It 
results, from the documents just read, 
that you are accused of having brought 
about machinations or held relations 
with n foreign power, or one or more 
of its agents, in order to procure it to 
commit hostilities or undertake war 
against France. I notify you that you 
will be allowed to state during the course 
of these proceedings anything that ap- 
pears to you useful for your defence." 
Dreyfus replied with a vehement declar- 
ation of his innocence, repeating sev- 
eral times. "I am innocent," in a voire 
that quivered with emotion. The pris- 
oner grew more composed as the exam- 
ination proceeded, and answered every 
question without a moment's hesitation. 
Col. Jouauste submitted Dreyfus to a 
vigorous examination, more in the style 
of a prosecuting counsel than a judge, 
and made gestures of impatience at some 
direct denials which Dreyfus gave re- 
peatedly to the Judge's questions. The 

isoner's voice resounded frequently 
through the court room as he energetic- 
ally replied: "No, my Colonel." or 
Never, never," to ciiiestions put to him. 

Col. Jouauste handed the prisoner a 
ing slip of cardboard, upon which the 
bordereau was pasted, and asked: "Do 
you recognize this document?" Dreyfus 
replied with a passionate outburst: "No, 
my Colonel. I am innocent. I declare 
here, as 1 declared in 1804, T am a vic- 
tim," His, voice here was choked with 
olis. The 'voice of the prisoner did not 
seem human. It resembled the cry of 11 
wounded animal, as he ended his reply 
with the words: "Five years in the 
galleys, my wife, my children, my Cod, 
I am innocent, innocent." 

Col. Jouauste said: "Then you deny 
it?" 

Dreyfus replied: " Yes, my Colonel." 

On the court proceeding to the roll- 
call of witnesses, the most notable al>- 

ntces being Esterhazy, Du Paty de 
Clam and Mine. Pays, Dreyfus half 
turned his hend towards ' the seats of 
the witnesses, especially when the clerk 
of the court called Esterhazy. The 
court retired to deliberate upon the case 
of the absentee witnesses, Dreyfus be- 
ing withdrawn into an inner room dur- 
ing the retirement. On the final return 
of the court, Major Curriore said he 
thought the absence of Esterhazy ought 
not to prevent the trial proceeding*. "Let 
him come or not," he uaid, "it: matters 
nothing to us." 

The clerk of the court was ordered to 
read M. D'Ormoseheville's bill of indict- 
ment of 180-1, which he did in a loud 
voice, Dreyfus, in the meantime, listen- 
ing unmoved as the old charges against 
hi m were read. 

Col. Jouauste read the bordereau, and 
afterward asked: "In 1890 you wore 
at Bourges?" 

"Yes, my Colonel," Dreyfus replied. 

Jouauste— "The 120 break was then 
being made, and you were in a position 
to know the construction of the break?" 

Dreyfus— "I knew the principle of it." 

Jnuausto- -"Had. you any information 
respecting its working ?" 

Dreyfus — "No, I did not know the de 
tnilR, never having worked it." 

Jouauste— "Did you have the break at 



the military school?" 

Dreyfus— "I don't remember." 

Jouauste— "At the beginning of 1S04 
you entered the general staff?" 

Dreyfus— "Yes, my Colonel." 

Jouauste— "Have you talked on gun 
120 and its break?" 

Dreyfus, who had then regained his 
composure, spoke distinctly, in a way 
which carried conviction with it. An- 
swering the last question, he said: "No, 
I never had any knowledge of this gun, 
while I was in the bureau of the gen- 
eral staff." 

Jouauste— "The second document of 
the bordereau relates to mobilization. 
Had you any knowledge thereof?" 

Dreyfus— "I was not in that part of 
the bureau dealing with mobilization." 

Jouauste— " You had to do with trans- 
ports. Now, when the regulations con- 
cerning the conveying of troops in 1894 
were modified there were difficulties in 
ensuring the transport of troops, and 
provisional measures were taken which 
wen- changed in the following spring. 
Did you know of these difficulties?" 

Dreyfus—" I had no knowledge of this 
question in 1894. I had certain docu- 
ments concerning the provisioning and 
conveying of troops." 

Jouauste — " You had papers in your 
possession intended for print?" 

Dreyfus— " Yes, I sometimes made a 
mistake in the bureau to which they 
should be sent. 

Jouauste—" You had these papers 
twice?" 

Dreyfus — " I did not have any confi- 
dential document." 

Jouauste— " You must have known the 
contents of these documents." 

Dreyfus— "I never asked for them 
from any one." 

Jouauste— " The third document relat- 
ed to artillery formations. You ought 
to be acquainted with this matter." 

Dreyfus — " No." 

Jouauste — " Major Morin Milon sent 
you special documents from the 15th to 
the 20th July, 1804. a month before the 
date of the bordereau." 

Dreyfus— "I only had incomplete in- 
formation." 

Jouauste— " At the end of 1804 had 
you knowledge of information sent to 
Lieut. Bnc by the third bureau on the 
effectiveness of the batteries of the 120 
gun?" 

Dreyfus—" No." 

Jouauste (with a movement of impa- 
tience) — " This is astonishing. The 
bureau knew what documents passed 
from one to another." 

Dreyfus — "What I say is correct." 

Jouauste — " I turn to the fourth docu- 
ment, a note referring to Madagascar. 
There are two papers. A corporal, who 
copied them, saw you pass through his 
office going to the colonel's room." 

Dreyfus—" I went through occasion- 
ally." 

Jouauste — " You could have obtained 
this document from the corpornl's desk." 

Dreyfus — " This is not usual." 

Jouauste— " No, but if could be done. 
The copying was finished on the 20th. 
and the bordereau dates from several 
days later. Now for the fifth document, 
the proposed firing manual for field ar- 
tillery. Did you know the contents of 
the manual?" 

Dreyfus (emphatically- - ) — " No. never." 

Jouauste—" A witness says you com- 
municated it to him." 

Dreyfus (vehemently)—" N/>. No." 

Jouauste- " A major lent you this fir- 
iiiL' nia nun I." 

Dreyfus — " No, mv colonel. I deny it 
absolutely." Dreyfus then entered into 
an explanation of dates, but his memory 
failed him. 

Col. Jouauste then took up the famous 
phrase. " I am starting for the man- 
oeuvres." lie said: "You had never 
been to the manoeuvres because it was 
the custom for only probationers to go. 
but at the date of the bordereau you did 
not know von would not go?" 

Dreyfus—" There bad been fresh or- 
ders given." 

Major Cnrriprp hero intervened saying: 
"But there were two sets of orders 
given. It was in September when if was 
riopidpd not to send the probationers 1o 
lb- manoeuvres." 

Jouauste — " What work were you en- 
gaged in on the fourth nnd fifth 
bureaux ?" 

Dreyfus enumerated the different 
tasks." adding: " I was onlv occupied 
with current matters and perhaps a few 
studies, of which I forget the subject." 

,Tounust( — "At the military school you 
were reproAched with saying the Alsa- 
tians wpre happier as Germans than as 
Frenchmen." 

Dreyfus—" No, I never uttered such 
words." 

Jouauste — " How do you account for 
file bad note against you, written by a 
certain general?" 

Dreyfus—" Tie said he wanted no Jews 
on the general staff." 

Jouauste—" How did you know what 
he said?" 

Drevfus— " Through conversations. 

Jouauste— " You att ributed this bad 
ante to your religion?" 

Drevfus— " Yes." 

Jouauste— " In 1802 you went to Mul- 
hnuse. What did you do there?" 

Drevfus— "I went there three times 
by way of Basil without a passport, and 
nnoe I arrived at my house I never went 
out." 

Touauste— " Did you follow the t.cr- 
mnn manoeuvres?" 
Dreyfus—" No." 

Jouauste— " Did you converse with 
German officers?"

London, Aug. 7.— The Lord Advocate 
of Scotland, Mr. Murray, replying in the 
House of Commons to-day to if question, 
said that if Mr. Andrew Carnegie had 
not been naturalized a British subject 
he could not net as a justice of the peace 
in Sutherlandshire, to which office lie 
has just been appointed. The Lord Ad- 
vocate also said he had no knowledge of 
the facts in the case except that he saw 
in the newspapers that Mr. Carnegie 
had been appointed a deputy lieutenant. 
He was not aware whether Mr. Carnegie 
was naturalized or not, and undoubtedly 
the Lord Chancellor and Lord Lieuten- 
ant did not know the circumstances 
when they made the appointment. 

Mr. Chamberlain, replying to a ques- 
tion on the subject, said that so far as 
the Transvaal was concerned he had 
nothing to add to or withdraw from 
the explanation he made ten days ago. 

In the course of a speech on the situa- 
tion in Sierra Leone, Mr. Chamberlain 
complimented the work of the mission- 
tries, especially the Americans, who he 
said were extremely practical men and 
always sought to confer benefit upon the 
people. While the Secretary for the 
Colonies was paying a tribute to the ser- 
vices rendered by Sir David Patrick 
Chalmers, British royal commissioner to 
inquire into the affairs of Sierra Leone 
ist year, and expressing his regret that 
the commissioner had contracted a seri- 
ous disease while in the discharge of his 
duties, a colleague whispered a commu- 
nication to him, and Mr. Chamberlain 
immediately announced that he had been 
greatly shocked in learning that Sir 
David Chalmers died last Saturday. 

Pretoria, Aug. 7.— The despatch of the 
British secretary of state for the colo- 
nies, besides proposing a joint commis- 
sion of inquiry into the effect the Trans- 
vaal franchise reforms will have on the 
Uitlanders, adds that when this matter 
is settled the high commissioner will not 
be unwilling to confer with President 
Kruger on other questions, including 
arbitration, provided always that a for- 
eigner is never permitted to act as arbi- 
trator.

Bridgeport, Conn., Aug. (>. — Thirty-six 
poisons were killed unci many others in- 
jured by an accident on the Stratford 
extension of the Shclton street railway 
company at 4 o'clock this afternoon, 
when a loaded trolley ear went off the 
trestle over Peek's mill pond at Oio- 
noque, about six miles north of Bridge- 
port, and sank in the Hats 40 feet below. 
Only two persons are known to have es- 
caped unharmed. Tt is believed that 
there were -K5 passengers on the ear. 
The scene of the accident is Midway be- 
tween Sbelton and Bridgeport. The 
car was north-bound, running toward 
Shelton. After it ran on the trestle 
for about 10 feet, the trucks left the 
rails, then the ear continued on the ties 
about 75 feet, when it went oil! the 
trestle and dropped into the pond below, 
overturning completely and upsetting. 
When the ear struck, the four-ton motor 
and the heavy trucks crushed into it. 
instantly killing many of the passengers. 

Bar Harbor, Me., Aug. >>. — A score of 
persons were killed to-day by the col- 
lapse of the gang-plank of the Mount 
Desert ferry. Seventeen were drowned 
and three died from the terrible experi- 
ence of immersion in the water and in- 
juries while struggling for life. 

When the excursion train from Bangor 
arrived at the ferry, there was a rush 
for the steamer. The first few passen- 
gers had crossed the gang-plank safely, 
and it is estimated that 200 people were 
massed on the plunk. Suddenly the 
long timber supporting the plank broke 
in two in the middle. The hinges held 
up one vnd and the chain the other, 
•while the broken ends of the plank 
dropped, and a struggling, screaming 
muss of humanity was plunged into the 
water, 15 feet below the wharf. Hopes 
and life-preservers were thrown to the 
crowd, but in Hie panic the people in 
the water clutched one another, and 
many sank thus in groups in a death 
'rip. 

Eye-witnesses differ in their estimate 
of the number of people who were car- 
ried down with the plank, but it was the 
Tauguard of tin' crowd which was rush- 
ing from the train to the steamer.

It was just as apropos to the 
occasion as when given whore "the cross 
hangs low in the sky," and it was hon- 
ored witli an enthusiasm that challenges 
comparison in any corner of Britain's 
I broad domain, 

j The Hotel Victoria was the scene, and 
the banquet was a notable one ill many 
characteristic and essential features. It 
was lhe lirst— and there is something ill 
thai, when the prospects of future great- 
ness arc so pronounced. It was also a 
banquet such as none thai has gone be- 
fore' it in Victoria, in that it was abso- 
lutely divested of formalities, and every- 
one had a. good time, witli few speeches 
and much song, jest and jovial good 
comradeship. 
The chief factor, Dr. .1. I). Helmcken, 
| presided, Past Chief Factor .1. S. Yates 
sitting at his right and acting the mnstcr- 
i of-coremonies with a graceful confidence 
j and ability to say the right word at the 
j right moment that brought everything 
: through smoothly, in good time, and un- 
I marred by any regretted incidents. 
I Not a vacant chair was to be found at 
any of the three long tallies or the table 
of honor at the head of the room. The 
decorations were chaste and artistically 
sufficient, and the spread lit for princes 
and served in a manner calling for un- 
stinted compliment— with plenty of good 
j wine and excellent cigars to prepare the 
way for the subsequent proceedings.

preface to the evening's proceedings, 
j It was just 10 o'clock when the toast 
of the "Queen" was called for by the 
vice-chairman, and honored with a gusto 
that spoke well for the loyalty and fidel- 
ity of British Columbia's sons. 
| Afterwards came "Pnst Chief and 
I Chief Factors," given by Brother S. D. 
Sehultz, who after a pleasing and some- 
what whimsical reference to the undesir- 
|uble quality of "dry toast," and prom- 
ise of tiie "butter of brevity" in his re- 
marks, took his fellow feastors back in 
memory a space of 40 years, and touched 
in outline the passing events of that per- 
iod when the sturdy pioneers of British 
(lolumbia-to-be gathered in the- jYiIiii- 
son street ravine and laid the foundation 
of a coming nation. 

He paid high tribute to the sureness 
of the foundation laid by these forerun- 
ners of a people and a province, and em- 
phasized thai the present order has 
been founded to perpetuate the names of 
these forefathers of the land, and incul- 
cate the doctrines of patriotism, so thai 
all sons of British Columbia may V>eur 
a worthy part in developing the golden 
ful lire of their favored province. 

With the toast lie coupled the mimes 

of two heroes of the early days that have 
given their sons as the lirst high offleer-i 
or the new society ,,f native-born— Hon. 
.1. S. Helmcken and Mr. James Yates. 

The genial doctor in responding grate- 
fully acknowledged the compliment to 
Ins respected fathcM-, ami recalled inci- 
dentally the fact that should "the old 
doctor" he spared until next March. lie 
will ho able to celebrate with his family 
the jubilee of his .arrival in Victoria- 
being to-day the oldest living inhabitant 
of the capital city „f the province. lie 
also referred, in passing, to the fact that 
not only is he himself a native-born, but 
he> has given to the order a "baby 
brother," and has also done his share 
toward assisting the augmentation of the 
roll of native sons by n very considerable 
number annually. 

Past Chief Factor Yates also returned 
thanks tor the honor done Both to bis 
father and himself, disappointing the ex- 
pectation of a long- speech.

I cideutully predicting the development of 
, the new order into an imposing and 
powerful provincial society, a lirst out- 
side application for the organization of 
a post having already been received 
from Vancouver- with New Westmin- 
ster and Nannimo following close be- 
hind. He hoped to sec a similar organ- 
ization of the Native Daughters taken 
in hand at once, and was assured thai 
this suggestion is already under consid- 
eration. 

"The Ladies ami Native Daughters" 
was given by Brother Joseph 10. Wilson, 
in an easy.' graceful speech, that per- 
haps should not lie formalized by so 
I harsh a term. It was in fuel a taking 
little talk of the barrenness of an Eve- 
less Eden, and the peculiar ability of 
the Native Daughters of British Co- 
lumbia to convert that Kden into a Para- 
dise. His remarks were finished for him 
by the Big Four, who chimed in with a 
few burs of 

"They are Ornaments for the Mantle- 
piece." 

The response was in lhe hands of Mr. 
Bindley Crease, who certainly outdid

Cadboro Bay Road Drains That 
Are Causing a Decided 
Nuisance. 



There was another short session of the 
eity council last evening, the aldermen 
Setting through the business before 
them in less than an hour. The only 
discussion that took place during the 
evening was in respect to drains on 
Studncona and Stanley avenues and Cad- 
boro Bay road, which have become a ter- 
rible nuisance. The question was 
brought un in the weekly report of tlie 
city engineer. 

Tin? report was taken up clause by 
clause and * passed without 'discussion 
until the drain question was reached. 
All knew that the drain, like one for 
Stanley avenue, was badly needed, but 
Mayor Redfern pointed out 'that there 
were no funds available. 

In passing, Aid. Humphreys remarked 
that the open drain ran through Chinese 
vegetable gardens, vegetables were 
washed in it, and it proved a splendid 
place to grow water-cress, which was 
hawked about the city. 

Aid. Brydon pointed out that there 
were other places where sewage was 
put to similar use by the Chinese. 

The clause respecting the drain was 
referred back to the engineer for an 
estimate as to the cost of a box drain, 
and the report as amended was adopted. 

A report from the city engineer and 
street superintendent recommended that 
James Bay bridge be re-planked at a 
cost of $625, and that the pay of ham- 
mer and drill men on corporation rock 
work be increased 25 cents a day. The- 
re-port was adopted. 

The city carpenter reported that new- 
sidewalks were required on Princess 
street, between Michigan and Toronto; 
Johnson street, between Vancouver and 
Cook; and View street, between Quadra 
arid Vancouver. 

Mayor Redfern said there was no 
money for new sidewalks. Later in the 
year, wlien the taxes come in, the work 
might be done.

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THE POLITICAL, SITUATION. 

As Mr. Scxnlin has found an nttorney- 
general, he "will be able to bold the reins 
of office for the time being. No an- 
nouncement has been made of the date 
when Mr, Henderson will offer for re- 
election. Within reasonable limits, he 
has the right to consult bis own conven- 
ience in that particular. We are not ad- 
vised whether or not he is likely to be 



their assistance. Fortunately for the 
cause of good government, they were dis- 
appointed. The attempt to put up u job 
at the expense of the public was frus 
trated, and the province will honor the 
men who frustrated it when the whole 
story is made known. If the scheme had 
succeeded, a cry of indignation would 
have gone up from one end of British 
Columbia to the other, and a new polit- 
ical party would have been born withii, 
twenty-four hours. Fortunately, then 
never was any chance of its being car 
ried through. The opposition spurned tin 
overtures made to them, and the result 
was that Mr. Henderson was chosen 
attorney-general. 

If the government lives to meet tin 
house its defeat is beyond a doubt. It 
is well understood that Mr. Semlin had 
barely a majority of the recent caucus 
with him. Hi- must be perfectly well 
aware that he cannot truly claim to have 
a majority of the house. Under thcs< 
circumstances, wo can hardly imagine 
that the people of New Westminster will 
endorse the action of Mr. Henderson in 
taking office. If he were entering 
strong, clean government as its first 
choice, the case would be different, per 
haps, but he is the "pis aller" of a dis- 
credited administration, a Jack-at-a- 
Pinili. 



THE SKA SERPENT! 

On the principle that variety is th 
spice of life, a few words in regard to 
that elusive creature, the sea serpent, 
may serve to stimulate appetites that 
have had sufficient politics for the time 
being. There arc two classes of people 
whose good judgment is always called 
in question by the great majority of man 
kind— those who admit tiiat they believe 
in ghosts ami those who say they hnv 
seen the sea serpent. The former ai 
usually considered to be fools; the lnttc 
are supposed to have been drunk. Yet 
the weight of evidence is in favor of th 
existence of the terrible marine ereatim 
The case against him is much like th 
defence offered by the' Irishman when 
charged with assault. Said the jud 
" What have you to say for yourself? 
Here are three men who swear Jbcy saw 
you strike the complainant."' " Is that 
all'.'" said the accused; "be jabers, I 
can get a hundred that can swear th 
didn't see me." Undoubtedly most of 
us have never seen the sea serpent, and 



opposed. This is a question that must we can outvote by a large majority the 



be decided in the end by the friends of 
good government in New Westminster. 
The outside opinion, ns far as wo have 
been able to gather, is that he ought to 
he opposud. A strong man elected from 
New Westminster in opposition to the 
present government would have n politi- 
cal opportunity such as rarely offers 
itself to any one. He would be certain 
of a portfolio in a new administration, 
and might expect oven more. 

There is no mistaking the attitude of 
the province in regard to the Semlin ad 
ministration. It is distinctly hostile. Mr. 
Henderson's entry into the cabinet does 
not strengthen it in the least. Its effect 
will be quite the reverse. In his brief 
political career Mr. Henderson has man- 
.aged to display a degree of indifference to 
principle ami to party fidelity, which is 
quite remarkable even in these days, 
when lust for office is so degrading poli- 
tics. He was elected by the friends of 
the late government, to which he prom- 
ised an independent support. He re- 
mained an uncertain quantity until after 
Mr. Higgins secured the seat for Esqui- 
mau, when he went over to the party 
that had opposed him. There is not the 
least room for doubt that if Mr. Bullen 
had been, successful in the election case 
Mr. Henderson would have been found 
voting with Mr. Turner. So indifferent 
-was bis constituency to him that the gov- 
ernment organ .there only a week ago in- 
sisted that he was not a proper person 
for the attorney-generalship, and Mr. 
Cotton has been at small pains to con- 
ceal his unwillingness to take him into 
the cabinet. He will take his seat at the 
council board knowing that be is not 
wanted there, and that his appointment 
is only due to the fact that no one else 
would take the uflice; that it was made 
simply to enable the Premier to hold on 
for a little while, in the hope that some- 
thing would turn up to save tin; situa- 
tion. It is idle, therefore, to claim that 
the government is any stronger than it 
was before Mr. Henderson was sworn 
in. On the contrary, wo .think it is de- 
cidedly weaker. 

Until Thursday, the government were 
intriguing for opposition support, in the 
hope that they hail got rid of one pe- 
culiarly objectionable .member, the op- 
position would overlook their miserable 
record of the past year and the scandal- 
ous treatment they had received when 
in power from the men who are now in 
office. That this effort .failed is one of 
the best signs in our public life as it is 
to-day. For two years Mr. Seinlin's 
jiarty, then in opposition, exhausted its 
ingenuity in gross charges against the 
then government anil its friends. There 
was no language too offensive to bo em- 
ployed. The personal honor of respect- 
able men was attacked. The most in- 
iquitous faleeboudu against their public 
conduct were spread broadcast. They 
were ejected Irom power by unconstitu- 
tional means. When their opponents got 
into office, they bill tressed their position 
by legislating supporters into seats in 
the house. They violated awry consti- 
tutional principle by refusing for mouths 
to accept the responsibility of the act 
"which gave them the reins of govora- 
ruent. They Inflicted the province with 
mischievous legislation anil unwise ad- 
ministration. They committed the prov- 
ince to the policy of repudiation. They 
quarrelled among themselves, affording 
an exhibition of political indecency such 
as no province in Canada ever before 
■witnessed. With such a record, they 
Jjoped that the opposition, would rush to 



few timid souls who claim that they 
have. But as we accept the statement 
of a half dozen astronomers, who say 
they have seen the canals on Mars, why 
ought we to reject the evidence of the 
noble army of parsons, professors, sailors 
and so on who claim to have seen the sea 
serpent? When you come to look at the 
matter in this light, you will see for 
yourself that possibly in this case, as in 
many others, truth is with the minority 
There has been one attempt to demon 
strate the truth on this interesting sub 
ject in scientific fashion. A few years 
ago the German government commis 
sioned a naval officer to examine all th 
evidence, mid he reported in favor of th 
beast. lie 'went further and said that 
its favorite hunting ground was ii 
Behring Sea. The records of the Brit 
ish admiralty and the United State 
naval department contain a good deal on 
the same subject. Professor Proctor 
and Professor .1. (!. Wood, both of them 
British scientists of repute, declined 
dismiss all the sea serpent stories as un- 
worthy of credit, and Professor Agassi/, 
said that he thought the animal' might 
exist. Professor George Washington 
Ready, of Provincetown, Mass., is th 
latest person to connect his name with 
this creature. If Professor Ready 
lives up to bis Christian names, his evi- 
dence alone proves the case. He says he 
saw a serpent fully three hundred 1 
long come out of the sea and crawl ti 
pool of fresh water. . lie ran to tell his 
neighbors, but when they came, the 
creature bad departed. George Wash- 
ington swears to the truth of this, and 
also to the fact that he was not unduly 
excited at the time by liquor or other- 
wise. Several appearances have also 
been reported from the New Jersey 
coast, but somehow the summer season 
has a tendency to develop tales of this 
kind in that part of the world. 

There is no intrinsic improbability in 
the sea serpent stories. That huge 
marine reptiles lived at one time is 
demonstrated bj the remains found in 
the rocks. That some of them may sur- 
vive in the depths of the ocean is quite 
within the range of possibility. We are 
told that 

" Full many a gem of purest ray serene 
The dark unfathomed caves of ocean 
bear," 

atid there is really no good reason for 
supposing that the caves aforesaid do not 
bear other things not quite so prepossess- 
ing in appearance. This article is sug- 
gested by the statement that a New York 
club hits been organized to discover ih".

While the governor admits that there 
is some wisdom in the suggestion, he 
does not conscientiously feel that he can 
act upon it- If the feud goes on thero 
will be wholesale murder, and he thinks 
that he cannot justify himself in permit- 
ting this. Yet how to prevent it is so 
difficult a matter Unit he may well de- 
spair of the task. A few days ago four 
men were killed and four others badly 
wounded in one of the lights, but though 
the guilty parties are known and" the 
evidence is beyond all question, no one 
has been put on trial, for the reason that 
no jury would dare to find the murderers 
guilty, no judge would dare sentence 
them, and no sheriff would dare execute 
them. Under such circumstances it is 
easy to understand how helpless the 
governor is. The whole business is a 
terrible commentary on civilization.

N 10 W ATTO RNEY-G EN ICR A L. 

Mr. Alex. Henderson, .of New West- 
minster. Sworn In Yesterday 
Afternoon. 

Mr. Aler. Henderson, member of the 
legislature for New Westminster city, 
was yesterday sworn in as attorney-gen- 
eral. He immediately took charge of the 
office, which has been without a head 
since the resignation of Mr. Martin. It 
is expei' ted that the date of the election 
will be- annOUMSMl to-day. 

The new attorney-general was born in 
Oshawa, Out., in 1859, wns educated in 
the schools of thai town and the Uni- 
versity of Toronto, graduating as a 15. 
A. in 1884. Five years later he was ad- 
mitted at Osgoode Hall, and practiced 
law in his native town. In 1891 he came 
west unci took up his residence at New 
Westminster. He was elected a mem- 
ber of the legislature at the last general 
elect ion as a support er of the Turner 
government, but "flopped" nt the first 
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Mr. I>. It. Ker is home again. He has 
had just one month of travelling and 
personal experience in what the miners 
term " the inside," and that month is 
quite enough to convince him that both 
the Klondike and the Atlin are great 
countries, offering unlimited business 
opportunities, ami not to be exhausted 
for many years to come. 

Although he bad adopted in advance a 
determination not to pay any attention 
to the stories of the mismanagement of 
the Yukon, he found it absolutely impos- 
sible to escape the universal evidences 
of indignation in this respect, and what 
he has to say on the subject will no 
doubt be read with much interest, as he 
has made a paint of striking straight 
from the shoulder, and laying the blame 
where it is rightly entitled to rest. 

One notable example of the results fid- 
lowing the policy of incompetence so 
successfully demonstrated by the present 
government in its administration of the 
North, directly concerns that splendid 
body of men, the Northwest Mounted 
Police. They have by their thorough 
efficiency, courage and general useful- 
ness made a name for the country that 
it could not have gained in any other 
way— a name that stands out in sharp 
contrast with the character won by 
other examples of northern officialdom. 

There is a limit, however, to the fore- 
bcarance of any man or class of men, 
and now that the police have been re- 
warded for their efficiency and activity 
by being forced to assume the hazardous 
carriage of mails in the heart of the 
Arctic winter, without any recognition 
in augmented salary, they are about 
agreed that it is time for them to call 
a halt, mid in consequence the great 
majority will on the completion of their 
period of service a few months hence, 
decline to re-enlist, leaving it for the 
government to till their places with in- 
ferior appointees, to the great loss of the 
country. 

GOING TO THE KLONDIKE. 

" I've- just been away one month," 
said Mr. Ker in speaking of his experi- 
ences yesterday. " It only took me 
eight days to go to Dawson— which in 
itself speaks volumes for the improve- 
ment in transportation conditions dur- 
ing the hist year. I went by the Tees, 
and as everyone does, took the railway 
at Skugway. It's a wonderful railway, 
too, quite the opposite of what many 
have been pleased to describe it. They 
said, for example, that it was a road 
built on the snow, and not to be trusted 
when the summer warm weather loos- 
ened its foundations. 

" The direct contrary is the fact. It 
is a first-class roffd in every respect, with 
the most solid road-bed I have . ever 
travelled over. The rails rest, indeed, 
on the solid rock, while tin? operation 
system is closely approaching perfection. 

"Late reports to the effect of grout 
damage having been done by the forest 
fires are fortunately very much exag- 
gerations. The company lost a water 
tank — and that was the most conspicuous 
feature of their loss, with perhaps a little 
timber. 

"Taking the Australian at Bennett, I 
travelled on her to White Horse, where 
I transferred by the tramway which 
Norman Maeaulay is operating to the 
satisfaction of all grades of travellers, 
and of shipping men. 'i he Flora carried 
mi' the remainder id' tic j' urney to Daw- 
son, where I arrived oil the loth July. 
From the great city of the northern in- 
terior 1 went up 11 reeks that have 

become famous the world over, spending 
two or three days on the claims that 
have been turning out millions and being 
most agreeably surprised to find the 
mineralized area infinitely greater than I 
had expected. 

PERMANENCY OF THE CAMP. 

"The prospects I may say are good 
for business for an indefinite time. 
There will be little if any diminution of 
the importance of the Klondike during 
the next twenty years, nor any appre- 
ciable lessening of the useful population. 
More country is being prospected and 
new claims taken up all the time, despite 
the difficulty in the way created by the 
government order against staking or re- 
location— an order thoroughly in keeping 
with the wretched system that has made 
the ■them country notorious. 

"The excuse given in this instance is 
that there are an insufficient number of 

surveyors at the govern tit's disposal. 

and the officials are afraid to proceed 
with the allowance of claims that have 
not been officially surveyed, lest then' 
he a tangle in titles and more trouble. 
Of course, all the available surveyors 
arc kept busy— Mr, Tom Kains is just 
now engaged by the civic authorities in 
superintending construction of a road 
from Dawson to the forks. 

" Besides its wonderful pincers, the 
Klondike has much to look forward to 
in the future from its quartz deposits, to 
which much attention is now being 
given, as well as to hydrimlicing possi- 
bilities. English capital has been large- 
ly interested in the hydraulicing schemes 
put forward, ami work will be done on 
a large scale before very long. 

"A large and complete hydraulicing 
plant has gone in this summer to Indian 
river and another to Hunker creek, 
while several more are talked of- It is 
the general opinion of mining men that 
the whole of the diggings .that have been 
worked already with the crudest of ap- 
pliances and for Hie coarsest gold only, 
will ultimately be re-treated and -with 
excellent profit to those putting in the 
machinery. Heretofore machinery has 
not; been available, and labor has been 
so cosily that only the best could be 
worked— the change in systems it at 
hand, however, now. 

"Besides the hydraulicing proposi- 
tions, there is a big dredging plant going 
in on Lewes viver, where the owners — 
the Lewes River Dredging Co, — have a 
(iO-mile concession. The plant, which 
will cost not less than $250,000, cannot 
all be gut in before next summer, nl- 
though a considerable part of it is al- 
ready on the ground. Assure dly no un- 
necessary time will be lost by the Eng- 
lish and American capitalists at the head 
of the undertaking. 

" There have also been some promising 
copper ledges uncovered in the vicinity 
of the White Horse rapids and in other 
parts of the tributary district, and this,

Lacrosse Is 

Degenerating 



Disgraceful Scene on the Brock- 
ton Point Grounds on 
Saturday. 



Many Prizes Offered for the 
Kennel Club's Fall 
Bench Show. 



A disgraceful scone was enacted on 
the lacrosse field at Vancouver on Satur- 
day, over-enthusiastic supporters— not 
the players of the New- Westminster 
team— being responsible Westminster 
lias certainly tho strongest team in the 
province, who have already a " cinch " 
on the championship, so it is hard to 
understand why their supporters should 
resort to the tactics that they do. For 
Saturday Vancouver naturally put on the 
strongest team they could get together, 
and checking was consequently close.

Well, after u tramp of 
a mile or so the Cornell is reuched, a very 
busy scene; men at work; ores being shot 
down the smites; men at the bottom sort- 
ing; heaps ami heaps or ore. Two shafts 
exist, lately commenced, and just now 
about fifty feet In depth, but the ores are, 
and can be taken from open cuttings. Not 
being an Xpert nor an X ray, I forbear 
writing of the riches of these; Indeed I 
have no Intention of doing this, but merely 
write of what I saw and know about. Our 
time is up; we hurry back, and on the road 
met groups of children, although the place 
lias really been alive for a short time. This 
speaks well for the rapidity of progress, 
for these children are the result of labor- 
but how quickly thoy have been produced 
and grown! We were told that the pro- 
vincial government will supply a school for 
tliein— and the mines will form a school 
for Victorians, if they will only go and see 
them and learn. Steamboats cull there 
nearly every day, but none from Victoria. 
Our steamer calls and we have to get back 
Ki the wharf, perspiring, dusty and dry, 
without having seen Little Billy, the oldest 
mine, bounded on each side with granite 
walls', and producing rich ores. 

During the Journey we learn of the strll 
of some of the miners, resulting from the 
eight hour law, and the unwilling but com 
pulsorv employment of a few Japanese or 
Chinese to replace them in all rough work 
but Unit the accumulated ores and others 
easily obtainable are sufilcleut to keep the 
suielter going night and day for months 
Those employed at the smelter are satis

The Wonders Enterprise and Money 

Have Wrought en Texada. 
To the Editor of the Colonist: 

Sir: fifty years age I, a tender-footed 
cockney, sailed In the lion. Hudson Bay Co 
steamer Heaver, on profcslsonal service to 
tort Kupert. We passed wooded, rocky, 
hilly, uninhabited, forlorn Texada Island. 
A day or two ago the City of Naualmo 
took me, my contemporary, Joe W. Mc- 
Kay, and others, once again to the Island, 
ft looked unaltered ami unalterable, until 
almost suddely rounding a point, a wharf, 
smelter and people came into view and dis- 
pelled the l'ogg.v. gloomy reminiscence, re- 
placing it with astonishment. Mr. Treat, 
the magician, the chief owner In the Van' 
Anda Company, and the populace generally, 
kindly welcomed us and the magician witli 
bis invisible wand took no end of trouble 
to show us the wonders of bis wondrous 
almost creation— the numerous Aladdin's 
caves, their guards and governors, a be- 
wildering scene of disciplined luhor, the 
pride, the glory, the loved child of the mul- 
tltalcnted enthusiastic over-active magician 
—the conversion ot ores into copper, gold 
and silver— move on. Here is the log cabin 
of the magician, say a couple of detached 
rooms, very simply furnished. The mantel 
made of pretty specimens of minerals, and 
on it family portraits, the chief of which 
being that of the equally energetic, enthu- 
siastic Mrs. Treat, who discovered the 
Cornell mine! Close at hand is the store, 
at which anything can be bought, and over 
its portals side by side are the portrait 
of Her Majesty the Queen and the stars 
and stripes— for Mr. Treat la a blue-eyed, 
ligut-ba'ired Saxon-American. In various 
places and layers pf wood, say twenty or 
more feet long and on it rests piles of ores 
ready for roasting In order to drive oil the 
sulphur. This rousted ore when conveyed 
to the smelter Is placed therein, layers of 
coke and ore alternately, each being fre- 
quently renewed— inside this smelter, a 
volcano— a molten lively fluid liquid as wa- 
ter bill a good deal hotter. In this liquid 
the light particles rise to the surface, 
the heavier, i.e., the copper, gold and sil- 
ver, sink, to tbe bottoia of the e number 
as mere matter of specific gravity— remem- 
ber this. 

Come to the smelter and Its house. The 
smelter is a large crucible like chamber, 
wherein the coke makes the heat to melt 
tbe minerals. Instead of a blacksmith's 
bellows to make a draught, steam engines 
are employed. Here, then, all under a well 
built shelter Is the beautifully clean and 
well-watched and cared for machinery— 
but observe the big pipe, through which 
the air is forced to the smelter. Tbe con- 
struction of this is so ordered that it can 
easily he made to supply an additional 
smelter as soon as required. Tbe present 
smelter can handle fifty tons per diem 
easily. Look at tbe smelter. From n hole 
in its upper side tlows like water a red- 
liot, continuous rope-like stream of molten 
rocks; this goes on everlastingly without 
let or hindrance. Wuit a quarter of an 
hour, and then the lower hole is tapped and 
out Hows a similar rope-like glowing, red- 
bot fluid. This is the matte, containing 
ninety per cent of pur., jray or virgin cop- 
p t mixed with gold aud sliver. This takes 
place about every half hour. The fluid 
from the upper bole Is the "slag," but el 
umlned by experts to see that there Is no 
metal In It. In both cases the molten lava 
pours into metallic basins ou wheels; I be 

The metal set aside, and when cooled and 
broken up, sacked and sent to New Vork 
for sale, per the C. 1".

Hurry up to the mines. It Is easy enough 
tu get to them, for waggon roads lead to 
any and all. The- roads are rather rough 
und a trifle hilly, rather tryl ig to those 
who have corns, but really nothing to the 
industrious, healthy, who laugh at dust, a 
little climbing and sweating faces-two 
Indefatigable ladles went through the whole 
business. It makes a difference, then, if 
a wayfarer be going to a fortune or an 
exclusion. 

.Now we are at tile "Copper Queen." 
Here Is a shaft three hundred feet deep, 
down which .Mr. Treat, Tllley and another 
went and came up.

I beheld with pleasure and said to 
myself: Is this the spot where I encamped 
when coming down to Victoria at Christmas 
time lbM from Fort Kupert in a canoe 
manned by Indians, and which at the time 
was a mere portion of the general wilder- 
ness? How happy, bow magical. Will 
Van Anda grow like this? Yet the grumb- 
lers say tbe country does not progress! Ye 
blind! Go to Texnda Island, Van Anda, 
and see for yourselves now new and this 
country progress. It is but a twelve 
Hours Journey from Victoria. It looks en 
voyage primeval, but the moment you 
turn a corner there will be seen a thriving 
hive that will open your eyes und gladden 
your hearts, and perhaps learn to supply 
t hem with their munlfold works.

industrious population. 

AGRICULTURAL POSSIBILITIES. 

" Nor is it in mining alone that tin' 
northern country is capable of great 
things. Much more can be done in the 
way of agriculture than has hitherto 
been reported. I saw oats and barley 
during my trip that were all beaded out, 
and had every appearance of ripening 
before they could be touched by the 
frost. They might not be worthy of 
classification ns strictly first-class, but 
they would certainly answer the purpose 
well for fodder. 

"Horses, too, which were turned out 
Inst fall in the locality of White Horse, 
when rounded up this summer were in 
prime condition and ready to be put to 
work. There were also a number of 
cattle lost last year on the Dalton trail, 
and recently recovered— in quite as good 
condition as though tho best of care had 
been taken of them. 

" Besides this, I saw gardens of vege- 
tables that quite contradicted the gen- 
eral opinion of the Klondike— cabbages, 
turnips, lettuce, radishes utnl peas— all 
were doing well, ripening rapidly and 
with good llnvor, and in fact showing 
up as well as the same vegetables would 
in any section of tin- ('oast. 

" As for the business of the Klondike 
country, it is, I consider, in a thoroughly 
satisfactory state. All appear to be 
doing well and getting fair prices for 
their commodities. Cash rules almost 
entirely, and Victoria and Vancouver 
merchants are daily securing a better 
shnre of tho trade. More could un- 
doubtedly lie got if the travellers were 
sent in, and steps were taken to meet the 
special wants and demands of this 
profitable territory. 

VICTORIA'S OPPORTUNITY. 

"Tho storekeepers are realizing more 
and more the disadvantages of buying 
in the United States, and consequently 
the supply trade that lias hitherto been 
enjoyed almost exclusively by Seattle 
mid San Francisco, will be practically a 
thing of -the past, in another year. . 

" The business men of Dawson see 
Hint the big companies come to Victoria 
and Vancouver for their stocks. They 
realize that tbe Companies have had 
mature experience in tho necessities of 
the Northern .tnrde, and they now begin 
to understand that where they buy is the 
best supply point. 

" Hence if the Victoria and Vancouver 
merchants will only make an intelligent 



bid for the trade now, they will get it. 
They must always remember, however, 
to send nothing but strictly first-clnss 
goods, the exact line of goods desired 
by their northern customers, and stan- 
dard stock. If Lea & Perrin's sauces 
are ordered, it will not do to send an 
inferior imitation, nor will it do to 
neglect the lesson of American neatness 
and completeness in packing— and Ameri- 
can study of the tastes of the customer. 

"As for supplies of another sort— the 
steam thawing machine has of course 
almost altogether superseded the primi- 
tive methods at first adopted, and many 
of tho miners are coming out this year 
for machines, a considerable number of 
which the Albion Iron Works will have 
opportunity to supply. 
KLONDIKE ADMINISTRATION. 
" When I went north it was my inten- 
tion to close/my eyes and shut my ears 
to all stories of • Yukqn -maladministra- 
tion. I found it impossible to do so. 
One cannot move without being im- 
pressed with Klondike misgovernment. 
On every side one hears nothing but inci- 
dents of maladministration. 

" In the first place, a woeful mistake 
is made in attempting t'> colled so large 
and disproportionate a royalty. All are 
quite prepared to admit that a royalty 
should be collected, but tho great objec- 
tion is to tho amount and the manner 
or collection. Operation costs are excep 
tionallv heavy upon the mine-owners, 
and this again is largely owing to the 
neglect of the government to construct 
trail's, or roads, notwithstanding the im- 
mense amounts that have been collected 
in taxes of various soils -for everything 
is taxed in some way or another. 

"As yet not one dollar has been ex- 
pended on roads beyond two miles of 
Dawson, the result being that when the 
snow is gone one is forced to trudge 
through bog up to the middle over 
stones and logs and stumps in almost 
impassable succession. I ndcr these cir- 
cumstances tbe miner is forced to pay 
15 cents per pound to Ret his freight 
from the "city" to Grand Forks, a dis- 
tance of only 15 miles, which makes a 
rate of one cent a pound per mile. 

" And this actually means that the 
ist to the miner and mine owner is 
double the carriage of his supplies from 
Dawson, a matter of 15 nines, what it 
is from Victoria to Dawson. It the 
collected royalty had even been spent, 
or a fair proportion of it, m reducing 
the cost of transporting supples, or 
enabling the miners to move abo i t with 
comparative comfort, there would be 
, l ing heard of the multitude of com- 
plaints that - now till >be air-nnd not 
without good reason. 

AS FOR THE ROYALTY. 
"The royalty, it is contended, should 
bave been- placed originally on a sh rag 
basis say of exemption up to ?5,UUU, 
from'$5,000 to $15,000 2 per cent; r«m 
SI 5,000 to $30,000. S l'er cent u 
$30 000 to $100,000, -1 per ™ nt ft n n " d t J£ 
higher amounts 5 per cent. Had this 
been done, there would have been no 
difficulty in collecting the ^ full amount 
whereas at present it is safe to say that 
not half is finding its way into the gov- 
ernment treasury. 

"The miners do not deny their evasion 
of the impost-they justify their course 
by emphasizing the unfairness of the 
levy. There will probably be ^collected 
this year not more than $700,000 or 
$800 000 on an output ot from ^18,ooo,- 
000 to $20,0000,000. 

The attempt to collect the present 
royalty is simply putting a premium upon 
dishonesty; the collection ot a fair roy- 
alty on au equitable sliding scale would 
have been heartily supported by the min- 
ers and the mine owners themselves. 

"The present system shows the utter 
incapacity of the heads of departments 
•it Ottawa, their woeful lack of appro-, 
ciation of the conditions and necessities: 
of the far North country, find their do- 
termination to squeeze the-last ounce of 
dust out of the miner's poVe, regardless 
altogether of the unfairness of the pro-, 
coding. 

"Not only are royalties collected upon 
the output of the mines, but every cord 
of wood that is used in tile district IS 
taxed If by chance any one should 
catch a log floating down the river, an 
official is immediately at his heels who 
demands the payment of 25 cents-aud I 
in many cases this tax is being collected 
on log huts after they have been erected 
and in use for more than twelve months. 

"Before a man may cut a. ton of 
swamp hay, a permit must be secured, 
at a price that equals $5 per ton; and. 
although a miner's license, for which 
he pays $15, distinctly states on its face 
that he shall be permitted to fish, he is 
now met with a new ruling of the 12th 
of July last, to the effect that a special 
license must be taken out, at a cost of 
$2— or should he wish to fish for tho 
market, at a cost of $30. 

"These rules are rigidly enforced, and 
as the penalty is so many hours' sawing 
on the woodpile, in view of all comers, 
some people think twice before attempt- 
ing disobedience or evasion. 

UNCERTAINTY OF PRIVATE 
RIGHTS, 

"There seems to be a general disposi- 
tion, especially on the part of the foreign 
element, to work out their claims as 
quickly as possible, and get out of the 
country for good. This is largely due 
to the manner in which mining licenses 
and renewals are carried out, the license 
or renewal entitling the owner merely 
o a year's lease, conditional upon his 
compliance in every way with the multi- 
plicity or Dominion requirements. 

"At the expiration of the lease period 
it is optional whether the government 
grants a renewal or not. The miner nev- 
er knows what late may be in store for 
him, and he is consequently in constant 
dread that the next ruling from Ottawa 
will he to issue no more renewals, and 
forfeit all private rights to the govern- 
ment. 

"To the discredit of the country, it. 
may be said that, such a ruling would 
not be unprecedented. 

"I did not see a single confessed Lib- 
eral in the North country. It is said 
that there are no members of tbe party 
in the country, outside of the list of 
those holding official positions. They arc 
Liberals for revenue only, and no doubt 
ashamed of the party at heart. 

"I think a great mistake was made in 
not appointing an independent tribunal 
to investigate the charges that one hears 
daily. Such a tribunal should have been 
granted in justice the government, in 
justice to the --epic who assert that 
their rights have been infringed upon, 
and in justice to the accused officials. 
The investigation by Commissioner Ogil- 
vie is everywhere understood and re- 
garded ns tlie merest 1 farce. It was so 
circumscribed in its scope that it could 
be nothing else, and no one would ac- 
cordingly come forward am! place griev- 
ances before it. 

POLICE MAY RESIGN. 

'The government lias . again shown 
very bud judgment in not pr.ying their 
officials better salaries in a country of 
wealth and high prices— salaries that 
would be sufficient to secure good men 



and keep them in the honest performance 
of public business. 

"In this connection a word may be 
said in regard to the mounted police— a 
splendid body of men, spoken well of by 
every one. The unanimous opinion is 
that these men, after doing all sorts of 
laborious "police" duty, and then haul- 
ing the mail through each week last win- 
ter, should be paid considerably more 
than the more pittance of_ $45 a month 
which they are now receiving. 

"They are worn out and disgusted, and 
it is tho intention of the main body to 
resign when their time expires in a 
month or so. They will not re-enlist, 
and the prospect is, therefore, that the 
force will be recruited witli men of not 
so high a standard, all of which might 
easily have been avoided by the payment 
of decent salaries to men thoroughly de- 
serving to receive them. The police say 
that they have no objection to carrying 
the mail— at the risk of their lives quite 
frequently— but they think they should 
be paid a decent wage for doing so. And 
they nre certainly right. 

ATLIN IS ADL RIGHT. 
"With reference to Atlin— the country 
got n bad set-back, as all are aware, 
through the early bungling by which ev- 
erything was tied up; and practically 
no work could be done until a few weeks 
ago. During this time, however, a quan- 
tity ot gold has been taken out, and 
from the best sources I should judge 
that at least three-quarters of a million 
will be the output this year -with the 
best half of the season wasted. The 
claims of Atlin are. of course, not on a 
par for richness with those of Klondike, 
but yet they are, in the main, good, 
paying properties. 

"It is not likely that much will be 
done this winter. Atlin is strictly a sum- 
mer diggings. A large proportion of 
the creeks and benches, it is thought, 
will prove profitable when hydraulicing 
methods shall have been applied, and a 
number of important companies are now 
being formed for the purpose of taking 
in the necessary machinery the lirst thing 
in the spring. 

"Atlin itself is one of the prettiest sit- 
uated towns in the Interior, and from it 
good roads have been constructed to all 
the important crooks or claims. Tho 
work of the commission presided over 
bv Judge Irving in unravelling the tan- 
gle of titles has been satisfactory to all, 
and nothing but favorable comment is 
heard from end to end of the district. 
The Inst case was passed upon the ,'ilst 
of July, and the Judge expects to return 
within a fortnight, having a little ordin- 
ary court work to dispose of before com- 
ing home. 
AMERICAN PETTY PRACTICE. 
"There is a grave objection taken by 
merchants of the North importing fruits 
to the double collection of duty by Amer- 
ican official*— a collection that seriously 
affects the interests of Victoria business 
men, inasmuch as the effect will be that 
the Northern merchants, when they find 
themselves compelled to order their 
fresh fruits in Seattle, will at the same 
time place their orders there for grocer- 
ies which otherwise would be sent to 
Victoria or Vancouver for. 

"As a consequence, the entire business 
will be lost to our people. 

"I should say that if the American 
government insists in the continuation of 
these unfair regulations, the Canadian 
merchants should' make immediate rep- 
resentations to Ottawa which will cause 
the unloading of all perishable goods at 
Log Cabin, and after these have been 
properly inspected, and have naid duty 
in full, authority should be granted for 
their re loading and proceeding. 

"This would necessitate delay and ex- 
pense, and would very quickly bring the 
Americans to fair terms. 

WHAT MIGHT HAVE BEEN. 

"One cannot help thinking, while fully 
appreciating the magnificent piece of rail- 
roading from Skagway to Bennett, that 
a great mistake was made in not per- 
mitting the construction of the Glenora- 
Teslin line to go on, with its continuation 
to a British seaport. If this had been 
done, the importance of the results to 
British Columbia and British Columbia 
merchants can hardly be over-estimated. 

"In conversation with several interest- 
ed parties at Skagway, 1 learned that 
there was a very general feeling there 
towards Skagway being made a British 
port. If such should ever be the case, 
this will, to a very great extent, become 
the distributing point for the whole In- 
terior, as by carrying large stocks to 
Skagway a considerable saving of time 
will be made in tilling orders from Daw- 
son and other points in the great In- 
terior. 

"More especially would this saving in 
time be accomplished when the through 
telegraph line is completed. The gov- 
ernment line at present is commenced 
nt Bennett and was strung and in oper- 
ation to Little Salmon on the 20th of 
last month. It is expected to reach 
Dawson not later than the end of No- 
vember." 

INCIDENTS OF TRAVEL. 

Speaking of incidents of his interest- 
ing trip, Mr. Ker says that the Tyr- 
rell has been patched up and has gone 
down the river. The Anglican will also 
be up in a few days, and in business 
again, as sound as ever. 

When the Columbian, on which Mr. 
Ker was a passenger, was .coming 
through the rapids, she tied up and sent 
a canoe over the portagd with three men, 
lo release the cable. In doing so. the ca- 
noe was upsel and all three were thrown 
into the water. 

One of the trio, Peter Dunn, of Birk- 
enhead, England, the second mate of the 
Columbian, appeared to get cramps 
while trying to swim to shore, and was 
drowned. Nothing was seen of his body. 
Five hundred dollars was immediately 
collected among the passengers for the 
bereaved family and this sum will be for- 
warded to England with tho sad news 
of the fatality. 

The third man got on the overturned 
canoe and in passing through the rapids 
a circular life-preserver was thrown 
from the Columbian by one of tin? deck- 
hands, and landed squarely over the 
man's head, breaking several of his 
teeth. He was successfully hauled bind; 
to the steamer, however, and the inter- 
rupted voyage was then continued.
